This 
H the spirit wo should wish to see 
cultivated in British Columbia. There 
is no interest more iropnitanl to us a* a 
colony than that of iigricul«u»e ; and it 
stunds fur moro in need of sympathy 
a 1 d encouri gemen t hero than in older 
countries. Let every class, hen, go 
to the exhibition to-mono not so 
much for the sake of makii'g it a finau- 
cial success by tlic triill ng entrance IfO, 
as to show, by being present und ex- 
amining the various articles on exhibi- 
lion, that the larmers and their eliort- 
in striving to excel are noticod and 
appreciated.

East of tho Cascade Mange enough 
and moro than enough of lljur is manu- 
factured from colonial grain to supply 
the p >pniation. In tbe lower country 
thereare botb grain landsand grist mills. 
Yet notwilhstaudtug those two fict-i wo 
ara consaming foioign flour at a rale 
of about $80,000 a yeur 1 If our people 
will uot raise wheat, lot us at least grind 
our own fl >ur, It is bud enough lo import 
wheat wheu wo have such an abundance 
ot land adapt' d for raising it ; but it 
is far worse, to import flour, tbui not 
only supporting foreign production hut 
foreign manufacture.

New I'cuplc Discovered in Africa. 

(Vrom tlio Obeorvor ) 

la tho south western portion of Africa 
is a traok about 300 miles in breadth, 
from north to south, and betwoon 400 
and 500 in length, from east to west, 
laid doivn on the maps us llerero Lund 
orDamara Land It extends Irom the 
tJuneno liiver on tbe north to tho WuU 
lisoh Bay on tho south and from the 
coast to Lake Ngami in the interior. 
Very fow Europeans havo visited it : 
three elephant hunters only, between 
1857 and 1804, Amduraou wdioae works on 
'Lake iNgami,' eto , uro so well known, 
Green and Smuts, Ander son was so much 
pleased with the county that ho pur- 
oliu-jod a large tract cl land there, anil 
misod aoiuu thousand of cattle, lie died 
lliero in the early part ot the present 
year. 

There are two races inhabiting the 
country, tho Bechuanas, who occupy 
some kraals or villages in the central 
aud northern part, but who ure in a 
dependent condition, and tho Uvas, of 
several tr bea, (Ovambo, O'urkereis, 
(j va wbauiioru, Ovumguari, 0»akue- 
uama> Ovambuero, &e.,) a red rueo, 
with long hair — curly but nov«r wuolly 
—regular features and line forms. These 
aro the rullug raco, and exhibit a high 
degree Ol intelligence, and inanj charac- 
teristics which indicate their A*ia'.iO 
origin. Tuey are governed by a King

race, who resides at Ondoiiga. lie is 
assisted in the government by a Council 
without whoso cOusout ho cannot exe- 
cute any me.isu.ro. Each t'ibe has its 
Prince and Us territory, and the princes 
are subject to the King und Council, by 
whom lor uny offouoc against tbo laws 
tlity may be depoaod or put to death, 
Each principally is divided into dia'roU 
governed by Chiefs, who aro amenable 
to tbe Princes, but have to appeal to 
the King and Council. Their roads are 
excellent, and each bus an Inspector, 
whose business it is to see that every 
iieraon coining into tho kingdom is 
stopped and eutertuiucd until his uume 
and purposes cau be fo. warded to the 
King, and permission obtained for htm 
to truvel through the Ojuutry, In tho 
case ol explorers und huutoi'S thero is 
usually lilt'e difficulty ; but truders are 
required to procure aomo responsible 
citizen ol tho country tojbo Lite r guar- 
nOteO that they shall deal honourably, 
aad pav all the doots they contract.

A better wheat 
i» lima taiaed and even a v rioty may ho es- 
tablished On inn principle, in farm stock, 
wo havu tho dilloreut breeds ol stieep, swine, 
poultry, &IJ. Experiments have been made 
oa tho biiuiafi species, but the same, with- 
out doubt, holds good ttiore. 

Wo planl and how ' US it comes.' v Ve 
tako the seed ol thcsimo grain thai we u«e 
in tho aggregate, and sow it. Is not ihis Uie 
csio almost always'/ Corn is an exception 
to souio extoul — but why do wo exuapt corn'? 
Because it is handy to eilecl. But why se- 
lect at all ? U cause it is understood t'J 0a 
good. Analogically, then, it XJ good to do 
the same with wheat, oats, barley, eic. Bui 
Ibis is less easily done, we tbereloro neglect 
it. How 1 >ng will it l»ke a tanner to go 
My j through his wheat aud fooure the finest and 
ripeet hoac'B ^ulUoieIlt to so* oo acre, ur ball 
an acre, or a quai tor — or even a pint ol need ? 
This |i:it solved will be suhicieul to lotiu fl 
lu»l crop, Tho bust hoadB lukeu Irom this 
again, and sowed, will yield unoiher tea 
orop, from which stiould botikeaus belore ; 
aod so oo for a number ol years, say bull a 
dozen— more still bettor. Hut ihreo or luur 
years will work a decided diffetflnce. But 
the thing stiould be continued from selected 
wheat every lime. In this way gra^n cun bo 
improved aud orops enlarged, There will

B. U. M. S., which lately loaded at Moodj'6 
mills. Wo havo eouyhl au explanation 
and have been favored with ooe. It seems 
that it was at fir^t intended to obristen tbe 
bark io honor of a handsome young lady, a 
resident of the Eastern port at which tbe 
vessel was constructed.

Indeed wo are Dot 
left without pract cal proof of this, yet singu- 
larly enough, what hops are consumed io tbe 
Colony are lor tlio most part raised in Cali- 
fornia, and are a very inferior article. Of 
course tba oonsumpiion is not great; yet it 
is a circumstance not unwu.tnv of atten- 
tion that wo ore semilog about -7000 a year 
out ol this Colony lor hops. The importance 
of the cultivaiiou ol bops must Dot, however 
be guaged by home consumption. It is well 
known tbat the best variety of Kent hop 
raised od tbia is'and i«, lor brewing- purposes 
worth fully twice as much as tbe California 
article, the elima e of that State being un- 
guited to tho p'oduciiun of the hop-. 
There con 00 doubt whatever that a ready 
and remunorntivo mxrket would be luund i; 
Carifornia unit ether countries on tbe Paeifij 
for heps raised here, It is, indeed, sur- 
pr.eing that hop culture has not been gone 
into on a larger sealo than it has in tbi^ 
Colony. The best variety is the Kent "Qold- 
ing's Hop." From roois brought out by Mr 
J S Suiiib, ol the Fairfield listuie, was pick- 
ed a considerable quantity tbil season. They 
nro the ftboverneDtioned variety, and were 
readily purchased by .Mr Langl y, ol ibib ti'y, 
at a piico wbicb Du other hop could corn 
mand. A sample of tbL hop will be on 
exhibition to-morrow.
